the district comprising seven thousand 
acres 
Is almost a total failure because 
of the ravages of the green lly ln corn, 
and the black rot on potatoes. 
Only 
the early corn nnd potntocs which had 
obtained a sulllclent growth 
to resist 
the nttacks 
of Insect and disease, will 
mature 
and- the department 
has 
Inau- 
gurated 
ii system of experiments 
from 
which 
It 
Is expected 
to 
learn 
some 
means 
of 
preventing 
further future 
damage In the Kula district. 
"Nearly 
the entire 
Kula district 
II 
affected 
by this blight and Insect," said 
Mr. Van 
Dine yesterday. 
"Thu farm- 
ers, 
In that district, 
principally 
Jap- 
anese, Portuguese and Hawnllans, did 
not discover 
tho 
catiso 
of damago 
to 
their growing crops, until great Inroads 
had been made upon them, and to stop 
It 
now, 
Is 
impossible. 
Precautionary 
measures are required 
In cases of this 
kind, and as no report was mado until 
practically 
the entire crop had 
been 
ruined It was too into to do anything. 
"Tho green lly is attucklug 
the corn 
nnd only the early plants which had a 
good start nnd nro nblo 
to resist tho 
attacks 
of 
tho 
Insect 
have 
escaped. 
The Insect sucks 
tho 
Julco 
from tho 
stem and loaves, 
killing 
this 
young 
plant. 
There arc two natural 
enemies 
to this Insect 
but they do not 
repro- 
duce 
ns rapidly ns does the green fly, 
which reproduces by budding and wing- 
ed 
forms. 
Theso 
latter aro 
icsponsl-bl- o 
for the rapid suread of tho blight, 
though It can hardly be called a blight. 
The winged

brief space of time. 
The fanners saw
